Reference AS (referred to as Bl i|n the Opposition) was cited 
in the parent applications « 

References AT and AU ( referred to as B2 and B3 in the 
Opposition) are two documents disclosing the molecular cloning, 
nucleotide and amino acid sequences, and the organization of the 
genome of a virus related to HCV, i.e. the bovine viral diarrhea 
virus (BVDV) , 

Reference AV (referred to as B4 in the Opposition) concerns an 
oral presentation, the sheets and accompanying Declarations which 
concern the information presented in December 1988. Applicants 
submit that this disclosure does not provide an enabling disclosure 
of any HCV nucleotide or amino acid sequence. 

Reference AX (referred to as B5 in the Opposition) is a thesis 
that was publicly available on March 14, 1989 « 

Reference AR (referred to as B6 in the Opposition) is a review 
article that provides no technical information concerning the 
claimed HCV gene, and was cited in the parent applications. 

Reference AY (referred to as B7 in the Opposition) disclpses 
the use of a crude extract of HCV infeqted cells as an immunogenic 
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compoBition. No technical information is disclosed at all with 
respect to the claimed DNA sequence. 

References AP and AZ were cited by Applicants during the oral 
proceedings of an Opposition filed against the European equivalent 
of thd grandparent of this applicatjlon, which is directed to 
nucleic acids of the 55 kD protein of HCV. 

The above information is presented so that the Patent and 
Trademark Office can determine any Biateriality thereof to the 
claimed invention.
